ich Information as 1 pos- 
sess concerning the position of Hon. 
William Goebel on the question of free 
coinage of silver prior to the meeting 
of the state convention at Lexington In 
189«i 

As I wrote you some time ago, and 
have said to all others who have spok- 
en or written to me on the subject, 
my desire was to abstain from any 
participation, directly or Indirectly. 
In the political conies* now going <ju In 
Kentucky, and. If possible, afford the 
parties engaged In It no pretext for the 
use of my name In conoeotlon with 
any of the qu-sUons Involved. It was 
known. howev»r. that Mr. Goebel had 
visited WashangUia a short time before 
the state convention In 18W. and that 
he had conferred with me upon the 
political situation In Kentucky; and 
the fact that such a conference had 
tak«a place had been stated in the 
public press with many details as to 
the purpose of the meeting und the 
"agreements" alleged to haw N en 
made between us on that occasion. 

Although these publications were er- 
roneous in many particulars, they did 
not purport to be based on Informa- 
tion derived from me. and I did not 
feei it Ineumix«rat upon me to notice 
th>-in further than to say in private 
conversation* wwh a few friends who 
inquired about the matter, that the 
ne\v*i>aper accounts of the interview 
and lu purposes were not correct. Af- 
terward a Washington paper published 
a statement la which I was represent- 
ed as saying that the conference be- 
tween me and Mr. Goebel did not relate 
to the sliver question but to local mat- 
ters OBly, The necessary effect of such 
a publication, which I understand was 
promptly tele emptied to Kentucky for 
use in the campaign, was not only to 
introduce my name Into the contro- 
versy, but also to place me in a false 
position in regard to the parties en- 
gaged in It I was, therefore, com- 
pelled to either deny the statement er- 
roneously attributed to me, or permit 
It to be Improperly used to advance 
the Interests of one of the candidates. 
1 Immediately denied it in a brief state- 
ment, and so far as I was concerned, 
the matter would have rested there if 
my attention had not been called since 
that time to certain statements bear- 
ing on the subject made by Mr. Goebel 
and his friends In public speeches and 
otherwise. 

In a speech delivered at Paintsvllle 
Mr. Goebel is reported as follows: 

"He then reviewed what he bad done 
for bimetallism, calling attention to

doubtless intended, to create the Im- 
pression that what has been said by

.rue. He is reported to have said only 
a Bra days ago at Vmt mm 

"Won the Lexington convention 
net in June, ljiyis. I appeared there at 
the head of the Kenton county delega- 
tion, an iMtraetad delagitlon from the 
homt county of John G. Carlisle, can- 
didate for president, and 1 cast the 
vote of the county for Charles J. 
BrOMton for chairman, the free silver 
candidate, and against Alexander P. 
Humphrey, the single gold standard 
candidate, and I cast that vote and my 
own for the platform there adopted, 
which declared for the free and un- 
limited coinage of sliver at the ratio 
of II to 1, and Instructed the Kentucky 
delegation at Chicago to cast Ken- 
tucky's vote not for John Q Carlisle, 
but for Joseph C S. Blackburn." 

It Is quite clear, I think, from these 
statement* and similar ones made at 
various other places, that Mr. Goebel 
Inlands the people of Kentucky to un- 
derstand that he was not co-operating 
with me In support of the gold stand- 
I ard in T89H, and that my statement 
upon the subject Is not to be accepted 
as true. But if these speeches left any 
room for doubt on the subject, it was 
wholly removed by his positive de- 
nial at Cynthlana on the 29th day of 
September and telegraphed from that 
place on the next day.

of May. UM 
About the middle of May. isr.rt. W. 
. Haideman. Esq., of Louisville, 
called at my residence. In Washington, 
and after some ronversutlon about the 
political situation In Kentucky and the 
contest thnn going on between th»> ad- 
vocates of opponents of free coinage 
for the control of the etate convention, 
he expressed a desire that I should 
have a conference with Mr. Ooebel on 
the subject who, ho said, was thor- 
oughly itl accord with my views and 
was anxious to co-operate with me and 
my friends in my efforts to secure the 
election of sound money delegates to 
the state convention and the national 
eoventlon, to be held at Chicago. For 
reasons which were then stated to Mr. 
Haideman., I was reluctant to accede 
to the request, but upon his statement 
that he had very recently taJked with 
him on the subject, and that he (Ooe- 
bel) was in full accord with us, and 
wanted to do all In his power to assist 
us. I agreed that If he called on me I 
would confer with him. The Impres- 
sion left upon my mind was that Mr.
